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School  Committee's  Report 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Haddam: — 

During  the  past  year  our  schools  have  been  in  session 
the  required  number  of  session  days,  in  spite  of  the  fact 
that  they  were  closed  for  some  time  on  account  of  the 
Influenza  epidemic.  The  average  attendance  for  the  town 
for  the  past  year  has  been  257.71. 

Twenty  pupils  attended  High  School,  ten  going  to 
Deep  River  and  ten  to  Middletown.  Of  these  twenty  only 
eleven  were  in  attendance  the  full  thirty-eight  weeks  of 
the  school  year.  For  the  coming  year  the  committee 
voted  to  pay  the  full  tuition  charges  for  pupils  who  wish 
to  attend  High  School. 

Total  school  expenses  for  the  past  year  have  been 
$14,270.59,  apparently  a  very  large  increase  over  those 
of  a  few  years  ago  and  even  over  last  year's  cost.  The 
greater  part  of  increase  is  due  to  the  increase  in  teach- 
ers' wages  which  this  year  have  been  $3,838.42,  over 
those  of  the  year  1917-1918. 

The  school  budget  for  the  school  year  1919-1920  calls 
for  an  expenditure  of  $17,500.00.  Your  committee  have 
found  it  necessary  in  order  to  procure  teachers  for  our 
schools  to  make  a  still  further  increase  in  teachers'  sal- 
aries for  the  coming  year. 

The  committee  voted  to  open  school  again  in  the 
Turkey  Hill  District.  This  makes  ten  schools  in  our 
town  which  opened  on  September  9th,  for  the  school 
year,  with  a  full  complement  of  fifteen  teachers. 

All  town  school  property  is  in  very  good  condition, 
such  repairs  as  have  been  recommended  have  been  com- 
pleted or  are  under  wajyr-  The  school  buildings  in  the 
Burr,  Ponset,  Haddam,  Tylerville  and  Higganum  districts 
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have  all  been  painted  during  the  past  year.  Electric 
lights  are  being  installed  at  the  Higganum  school.  This 
building  is  also  being  equipped  with  four  fire  escapes  as 
recommended  by  the  State  Inspector  of  fire  escapes. 

The  last  session  of  the  General  Assembly  enacted 
legislation  which  will  very  materially  assist  the  small 
towns  in  maintaining  their  schools.  Under  the  "Support 
of  Schools"  grant,  Haddam  will  receive  from  the  State 
for  the  school  year  1919-1920,  45%  of  the  amount  ex- 
pended for  teachers'  wages,  and  under  the  "Average  At- 
tendance Grant"  $3.00  for  each  child  in  average  atten- 
dance.
